' Tho dealers do not seem exceed- 
ingly anxious to buy the crop before 
It'UBS cured out and are waiting to 
see what It looks like before Invest- 
ing.It was too bad that the first par.t or 
the month was warm and dry BB the 
late tobacco bid fair to be the bcRl 
part of the crop and needed 
some 


•warm weather and put It In condition 
for shedding. 
Two weeks of 'warm 


•weather meant many thousands of 
dollars'to the farmers of Huck coun- 
ty. 
. 


The cold wave that swept i!awn up- 


on us early In the week, together with 
the frost warnings sent out by the 
•weather (bureau nas prompted a vast 
deal of hustling among tobacco grow- 
ers. 
Every available hand has been 


working long hours In an endeavor to 
secure as much of the outstanding 
crop ad possible. 
Many fields have 


been cut and piled In an effort to heat 
out the frost king. 
The harvest Is 


now delayed so near the usual frost 
line that every change In the weather 


is viewed with alarm by farmers who 
tiavo tobacco In tho Acids. 
A llg-it 


frost came Wednesday morning to 
sear vegetation. 
The scare 
has 


probably caused some unripe tobacco 
to bo sacrificed and If the promised 
frosts had come It would have caught 
more tobacco In tho fields than In a 
great many years past. 
Tho dan- 


ger semes past now 'until tae next 
storm period. 
* * * 


There has been groat activity In 


tho harvest of the belated crop the 
past few days, prompted by the cold 
wave and the threatened frost, and 
It Is seldom If ever so much tobacco 
has ben trtiBhoil to the curing sheds 
in the same given time. Possibly some 
fields have been cut In an unmatured 
condition, but the growers were de- 
termined to save aa much as possible 
of a crop that has come up under 
all kinds of difficulties. 
By the close 


of the .present week but little tobac- 
co of much consequence will bo left 
standing In the fields. 
The movement of buying the new 


crop has lapsed Into very quiet meth- 
ods even In the Vernon county dis- 
trict where-the buying has 
taken 


place almost exclusively of late. Some 
buyers are still riding here but sales 
are only occasional features. Growers 
are reported .as holding firmly to 
former prices.
